Within the scope of our present operations we shall be able to produce 
a 100-page chapter in the JANIS series in a minimum period of four weeks and a 
maximum period of six weeks provided no delay occurs xn reviewing the unjustified 
proof. If a new contract is consummated and McGregor & Werner is. favorably con- 
sidered to handle the work I am certain the consolidation or elimination of some 
of the current operations, together with the knowledge we have gained in. perform- 
ing work under the present contract will permit a review and check of unjustified 
material ty the editors at our office, eliminating the necessity for submitting 
first proof to the JANIS editors. 

Consideration should be given to the elimination of stripping headings 
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interspersed in text in the first proof (as long as the proper space allowance 
is considered) . The headings, indicating the proper weight could be pencilled 
in for informative purposes. If our proofreading and grasp of style seems ad- 
equate f the editorial check of the unjustified proof should necessitate only a 
study of figure and table placement and reduction, general makeup, runovers, 
text references to tables and figures, etc. In effect this procedure would 
modify or eliminate some of the costs appearing in the quotations. 

I am deeply grateful to you. Commander Quam, for the consideration 
you have shown to me in our conversations relating to the current work and, 
prospectively, to work we may be able to do for you and members of your staff 
in the future.
